The government also agreed to 
attach a letter to the agreement, 
written and signed by Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammfcr, stating 
that the agreement marks the start 
to the .implementation of the 
Etzioni recommendations. 

The Histadrut Teachers Union 
and the Secondary School Teachers 
Association leaders feel that the 
Hammer letter plus the preamble's 
formulations will enable the 
teachers to press tlpe government on 
a firm legal basis to continue to 
implement the Etzioni recommen- 
dations until all are implemented. 
(The commission report, submitted 
to Hammer in December, 1979, 
recommended that all teachers 
receive a.30-6frpcr cent. pay hike). 

The teachers unions committed 
themselves to industrial quiet until 
the -end of December 1981. The 
government, for its part, agreed to 
continue negotiations with them 
about the implementation of -the 
rest of the Etzioni recommenda- 
tions in the interim. 

Regarding teachers on pennon, 
the agreement states thiu a joint 
government-teachers, committee 
will be set up to discuss “the 
teachers* claim that the pay toward

HAIFA. — An open conflict has 
broken out between power station 
operators and the Electric Corpora- 
tion management, following the 
sacking yesterday of six workers at 
the Eshkol station tn Ashdod. The 
operators announced that unless all 
six are reinstated by 3 p.m. today, 
they will gradually lower the 
national electricity supply, starting 
later this afternoon, “until the 
whole country stops in its tracks,” 

Earlier, operators of the Haifa 
and Ashdod power stations carried 
out their threat to cut the power 
supply by. 10 per cent yesterday 
morning. But no major disruptions 
were reported .because the mild 
weather eased electricity consump- 
tion. At the Reading station, work 


continued in full swing because of a 
temporary injunction issued on Sun- 
day night by Tel Aviv District Court 
Judge Eliyahu Vinograd, 

Emergency back-to-work- orders 
were served early yesterday morn- 
ing to most of the country’s 400 
power station operators. But follow- 
ing the 10. per cent power cut, the 
Electric Corporation management 
decided to “discipline” workers in 
Ashdod because that is where the 
shift workers' leaden are employed. 

The corporation filed a complaint 
■with the Ashdod police against the 
workers but the police did not seem 
“too eager” to act, said a corpora- 
tion source. “It required immediate 
action. When we asked them to step 
on it, the police told us to go there 
ourselves and bring them the 
suspects." 

The management then summarily 


fired the whole local Ashdod shift- 
workers' committee. A corporation 
spokesman said that the Ashdod 
shift-workers do not have the sup- 
port of the national workers’ com- 
mittee or the Histadrut. 

The national shift-workers’ com- 
mittee retaliated by announcing 
that if the six men were not back at 
their jobs today, the national power 
supply would suffer. 

The shift-workers are demanding 
a pay rise of up to 25 per cent. 

In an emergency meeting last 
night, the Electric Corporation 
management decided to continue is- 
suing back-to-work orders to com- 
pany employees and to lodge com- 
plaints with the police against 
workers not complying with the 
orders. But the management 
warned the public that there may be 
power cuts after 3 p.m. today. 


to resolve crisis

Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin urged patience over the 
Lebanon missile crisis yesterday 
as U.S. special envoy Philip 
Habib still waited in Israel for 
word from Riyadh before 
deciding on the next move in his 
Middle East peace shuttle. 
Habib returned from Beirut on 
Saturday night. 

In Damascus, Syrian Foreign 
Minister Abdel-Halim Kaddam said 
Syria was pressing ahead with 
preparations to face an attack, as a 
military spokesman announced the 
downing over Syria yesterday of 
another Israeli reconnaissance 
drone. (See separate story) 

Begin, speaking to school 
children in Migdal Ha’emek yester- 
day afternoon, stressed that Israel 
stood by its demand that Syria 
remove its missiles not only from 
Lebanese territory, but also from 
the Syrian side of the Lebanese 
border. 

“But they still refuse because 
they are stubborn and pig-headed,” 
the prime minister said. He went on 
to note, however, that “the day of 
solution will come — we only need 
a little more patience.” 

Israel would “continue to help 


the Christians in the North” and 
would “free Lebanon from the Rus- 
sian missiles,” Begin continued, 
noting that the Syrians “must leave 
Lebanon because they have nothing 
to do over there." 

When the Syrians evacuate 
Lebanon, Begin said, “we are ready 
to sign a peace treaty” with that 
country. He noted that he was 
“ready to travel to Beirut at any 
time, or to invite President Elias 
Sarkis to visit Jerusalem and sign 
the agreement within 24 hours.” 

It was announced in Jerusalem 
last night that the cabinet will be 
meeting this morning, for the se- 
cond time this week, to discuss what 
were described as "current affairs.” 
It was not known if the Lebanon 
crisis would be discussed. 

There were no overt signs yester- 
day of any further progress in 
Habib's peace shuttle. The 
American envoy spent the day on 
the golf links at Caesarea, while a 
White House spokesman said in 
Santa Barbara, California, last night 
that President Ronald Reagan was 
still awaiting word from Habib 
before declaing whether he should 
proceed with ids mission or return 
to Washington.

Last-minute bid to avert NRP split

"TEL AVIV. - With a threatened 
split hanging over the NRP, 
Religious Affairs Minister Aharon 
Abuhatzeira must decide by this 
evening whether to run for the 
Knesset independently or on the 
National Religious Party list. The 
deadline for presentation of lists is 
at midnight.' 

The minister was reached at his 
home in Ashdod while he was con- 
sulting with supporters. His close 
associate MK Benzion Rubin ' 
reported that Abuhatzeira already 
has the signatures of 2,000 sup- 


porters for an -independent list, 
'some 500 more than necessary. But 
the minister wflfnevirtheless confer 
with NRP colleagues today to try 
and reach an agreement 

If the talks fail and he runs on his 
own list, Abuhatzeira is likely to win 
two mandates among Jews of North 
African origin, an NRP source said. 
The source, who would likely lead 
an NRP campaign against such a 
list, quoted the minister as saying he 
may rejoin the party after the elec- 
tions and that the NRP may then 
have more seats than if he had run 
on a joint ticket 

The minister was acquitted of 


charges of bribe-taking by the 
Jerusalem District Court on Sun- 
day. 

Abuhatzeira met Education 
Minister Zevulun Hammer and MK 
Yehuda Ben-Meir yesterday morn- 
ing at the Dan Hotel here and 
presented two demands: that 
Interior Minister Yosef Burg be 
dropped from the top of the list and 
that MK Benzion Rubin be given a 
safe slot. Rubin has backed 
Abuhatzeira throughout the affair. 

Abuhatzeira complained that 
Burg did not check the police drive 
against him — although he saw “my

The Syrians yesterday shot down 
an Israeli drone on' a reconnais- 
sance mission over Lebanon. This is 
the third pilotless aircraft to be 
downed by the Syrians in less than 
two weeks. 

The IDF Spokesman confirmed a 
Syrian claim that the drone had 
been destroyed and conceded that 
parts of the aircraft could have fal- 
len in Syrian territory, as claimed by 
Damascus Radio last night. The 
plane, however, was not flying over 
Syrian territory when it was at- 
tacked, he. said. 

A Syrian spokesman said the 
plane was shot down at 1.42 p.m. 
after it had violated Syrian airspace. 

It was brought down near the 
town of Zabadani in mountains west 
of the Syrian capital, said the 
spokesman. 

According to military sources the 


drone was shot down by SAM-3 
missiles deployed on the Syrian- 
Lebanese border. The other two 
drones were shot down on May 14 
and May 22. 

The sources explained that the 
drone was on a routine mission col- 
lecting intelligence on Syrian 
■deployment in Lebanon. Despite 
the loss of three drones over the 
past 11 days, the sources said that 
Israel would continue to fly mis- 
sions over the area, since intel- 
ligence was vital to Israel’s early- 
waniing in a time of crisis. They 
refused to specify what model drone 
was shot down. 

Observers here last night did not 
attach any importance or 
significance to the incident, saying 
only that it was to be expected. 
Thus far the Syrians have fired 
around 20 SAM missiles of various 
kinds, some at Israeli aircraft, and 
others simply into the air. 


Zim ship sinks in Red Sea, 
all aboard are rescued

HAIFA. — The Zim freighter 
Shikma sank in the Red Sea 180 
miles north of Massawa, Ethiopia, 
at 3 p.m. yesterday, after all aboard 
the ship had been rescued. 

The vessel sank nine hours after 
Captain Yossi Oren had ordered the 
crew to abandon ship, after she had 
developed a heavy list. 

All 31 crew members and three 
wives, who were on board, took to 
lifeboats and were picked up quick- 


ly by a Swedish freighter, the 
Marina, whidh had answered the 
ship's distress call before the cap- 
tain gave the order to abandon ship. 

The Zim spokesman said last 
night that all aboard were well and 
unharmed. Nearly all the crew were 
Israelis. The Marina will either put 
them ashore at Port Suez, its 
destination, or at an earlier port 
from where they will be flown 
home.

did not release 47 prisoners and pay

Tha end came three hours before 
a deadline set by the hijackers, who 
said they would blow up theehiiner. 

Bulgarian officials bad lured two 
of the original four hijackers from 
the plane on the pretence that they 
would meet with reporters. The pair 
was immediately arrested. 

When passengers realized that 
only two hijackers remained, they 
attacked them, wresting a pistol 
away from one of the gunmen, who 
then jumped from the plane and was 
arrested. 

The remaining air pirate opened 
fire “at random,” wounding an un- 
specified number of passengers.

The casualties’ identities were not 
immediately reported. They were 
not seriously hurt and included one 
of the hijackers. 

Turkish radio, monitored in 
Ankara, said that two Turkish, two 
Japanese and an Iranian passenger 
were injured. 

•The hijackers had been threaten- 
ing to kill the five Americans among 
the passengers and blow up the DC- 
9 Turkish Airlines jetliner, hijacked 
on Sunday and diverted to Burgas in 
an attempt to secure the freedom of 
47 prisoners in Turkish jails. 

Ninety-one persons were 
reported aboard just before the 
ordeal ended at the Black Sea 
coastal town. 

Hours earlier, the hijackers had 
asked for 200 envelopes and sheets 
of paper to allow the passengers to 
start writing their farewell letters, 
the Bulgarian news agency said. 
Ninety-five had done so, and the 


notes were delivered to authorities. 

Later, a group of captives was 
released, bringing the total number 
of passengers allowed out or es- 
caped since the hijacking on Sunday 
morning to 27, the agency said. 

In Ankara, the government in a 
statement thanked the Bulgarian 
government for its “close and effec- 
tive cooperation” in a “successful 
operation.” A Turkish plane was 
sent to Burgas to pick up the pas- 
sengers and crew. 

Earfier, the Turkish authorities 
had refused to consider release of 
the prisoners and a £500,000 ran- 
som. 

The five Americans aboard were 
all hankers employed by the New 
York-based Citibank. 

Turkish officials said the gunmen 
were members of Dev-Sol, or 
Revolutionary Left, a Marxist 
Turkish guerrilla group. (Reuter,

Egypt confirms arms 
discount to Iraq 

CAIRO (AP). — Egyptian sources 
have confirmed a recent report that 
Egypt gave Iraq a SlOm. discount on 
artillery ammunition and spares in a 
deal aimed at strengthening the 
Iraqis in their war with Iran. 

The report appeared in a Saudi 
Arabian newspaper. 

This is the second lime since the 
Iran-lraq war erupted last 
September that Egypt has sold arms 
to Iraq, one of the bitterest oppo- 
nents of its peace treaty with Israel. 


Saudis, Gulf states 
sign cooperation pact 

ABU ' DHABI (Reuter). — The 
heads of state of Saudi Arabia and 
five Gulf stales signed an agreement 
yesterday uniting their countries in 
a Gulf Coop.eration Council, 
despite sharp differences on 
defence policy. 

Conference sources said that on 
Sunday the foreign ministers of 
Saudi Arabia. Kuwait, the United 
Arab Emirates, Qatar, Oman and 
Bahrain — which together produce 
a quarter of the free world's, oil — 
had agreed to shelve discussion of 
proposals by Oman that the council 
give priority to military cooperation 
rather than joint economic 
programmes. 

The council is a framework for 
coordinating all government 
policies, with the aim of 
safeguarding security and stability 
in the Gulf.

Refuellers’ wildcat strike 
disrupts B-G flights

TEL AVIV. — An Air France plane 
was delayed for eight hours, a 
British Airways aircraft did not take 
off and a Lufthansa Boeing never 
arrived, because Ben-Gurion Air- 
port refuellers went on a wildcat 
strike over pay yesterday. 

It was their third strike since 
December, 1980. 

The Histadrut stepped in to settle 
the strike, but by late last night it 
was still in effect. 

The strike appears to have af- 
fected British Airways the most. Its 
Tristar was unable to take off, and 
the 100 passengers were transferred 


to El AI which has its own refuelling 
staff. 

The Air France Boeing 727, 
which was to leave for Paris at 10 
a.m. with 184 passengers, also 
lacked fuel. But an Air France air- 
bus, from Paris and Muihouse, 
landed in Lamaca, tanked up and 
brought fuel for the stranded plane. 
Both the airbus and the Boeing later 
took off for Europe, with a plan- 
ned stop in Lamaca for additional 
fuel. 

Lufthansa cancelled Us flight 
from Munich and transferred its 
passengers to another Boeing 727 
arriving from Frankfurt. The plane 
refuelled in Rhodes.

region," wroLe Mitterrand. 

“In that spirit 1 intend to accept, 
whenever die circumstances allow 
it, your invitation to visit Israel, an 
invitation that deeply touched my 
heart,” he added.

Haig heckled on foreign policy 


SHADES OF the ’60s. When U.S. 
Secretary of State Alexander Haig 
went to Fairfield University on Sun- 
day to deliver a commencement ad- 
dress about “restraining Soviet in- 
fluence,” he had to raise his voice to 
be heard above the sounds of 
chanting demonstrators. 

Receiving an honorary doctorate 
of law at the Connecticut university, 
Haig said that restraining Soviet in- 
fluence is an “urgent task, a task of 
humanitarian concern.” But he was 
heckled throughout his address by 


demonstrators calling him 
“murderer" for his El Salvador 
policy, 40 students and faculty 
members walked out of the 
ceremonies when Haig got his 
degree, and outside the university 
several hundred people 
demonstrated against Haig's ap- 
pearance. 

To make matters worse, at a near- 
by convent several hundred nuns 
chanted “Haig must go” in a protest 
against U.S. policy in El Salvador. 


Fiji Military Band entertains patients

HAIFA. : The 36 merry men of 
the Royal Fiji Military Band yester- 
day treated patients and staffers of 
the Rambam Hospital to an open 
air concert that ranged from rock- 
and-roll to disco- and light classical 
music. 

“That’s our way to express our 
gratitude for the go.od services the 
hospital has rendered to our 
soldiers,” band leader Captain Aliki 
Nokutambo said. 

The 36 players are riflemen at- 
tached to several UNIFIL units in 
Southern Lebanon and, when possi- 
ble, they get together to practise 
and play for their fellow soldiers. 
During the past two years some 


400 UNIFIL soldiers were 
hospitalized at Rambam and over 
700 were treated as outpatients, in- 
cluding about 100 "Fijians, whose 
problems were burns, broken bones 
and bad cases of indigestion, a 
Rambam spokesman .said. 


ILO hails treatment of workers from areas

An International Labour 
Organization report recently 
published in Geneva praises the full 
employment and professional ad- 
vancement of Arab workers from 
the administered territories who are 
employed in Israel. 

The 30-page report to be submit- 
ted to the UN organization's annual 
conference early next month was 
described yesterday as “more 
balanced than in the past” by 
Shlomo Amir, the Labour and 
Social Affairs Ministry’s adviser on 
the territories. 

Ministry Director-General Israel 
Goralnik, who will head Israel's 
delegation to the conference, added 
that he was pleasantly surprised by 
the findings of the three-man ILO 
delegation, which visited Israel in 
the first week in March. 

The report notes that despite in- 
flation and rising unemployment in 
Israel, the 75,000 workers from the 
territories were hardly afTected. Vir- 
tually none were fired, and the rale 
of unemployment was only slightly 
over 1 per cent. 


The report further praises the 
improvement in the occupational 
structure of the inhabitants of the 
West Bank and Gaza Strip. It 
reports an increase in the propor- 
tion of skilled and semi-skilled- 
workers in the manufacturing and 
building sectors* and a fall in the 
number of agricultural workers. 

The delegation also notes that 28 
vocational guidance centres have 
been set up in the territories from 
which a total of 40,000 Arabs have 
graduated since 1967. But, it says, 
there is no attempt to match man- 
power needs and resources, and 
consequently most of the graduates 
do not find employment locally. 

Amir explained yesterday that 
workers from the territories kept 
their jobs while Israelis were often 
less mobile. "The other reason is 
that they are willing to do jobs that 
Israelis still refuse to take," he said. 

The ILO report also notes, 
however, the growing economic 
dependence of the territories on 
Israel as reflected in the fact that 
more than a third of the labour 
force crosses the pre-1967 borders 


each morning. The report implicitly 
criticizes Israel for the lack of in- 
dustrial investment in the areas and 
the “administrative red tape" faced 
by workers' co-operatives. 

The delegation recommends that 
more trade unions be permitted to 
function in the territories and notes 
that several union activists were ar- 
rested during the year. The govern- 
ment's defence againsi this charge 
was that the activists were arrested 
only for security reasons and not to 
hinder the emergence of trade un- 
ions. The "military government's 
delays in responding to requests to 
set up trade unions are also 
criticized. 

As in previous years, the report 
criticizes the method by which part 
of the workers' social security 
benefits are paid into a general 
development fund for the territories 
under the auspices of the military 
government rather than to the in- 
dividual workers. It adds that a 
source of difficulty is the prohibi- 
tion on workers remaining within 
the pre-1967 borders outside their 
normal hours of work. 


Ku*yat Shmona to be ‘border settlement’

Kiryat Shmona is about to be 
recognized as a “border set- 
tlement,” bringing to an end a 
year-long campaign. A declaration 
to this effect by Finance Minister 
Yoram Aridor is expected soon. 

The Aridor announcement, 
which has received the blessing of 
the Knesset Finance Committee, 
will make Kiryat Shmona the first 
town, to receive such status. Until 
now only agricultural settlements 
have been recognized as border set- 
tlements. 

The new status will mean that in- 


dustrial, commercial and services 
enterprises whose activities are im- 
paired by enemy actions will receive 
government compensation. 

Aridor yesterday announced that 
industries suffering a work stoppage 
of a consecutive 24 hours or more 
will be compensated, as will be com- 
mercial enterprises and services 
whose activities are halted for a 
total of seven days in any 30-day 
period. 

The new status means that local 
hotels will be compensated for in- 
direct losses — such as a cancella- 
tion of bookings — due to enemy 
action. 


Gazan demanding freedom of movement

Dr. Haider Abdul Shafi, 
chairman of the Red Crescent 
organization in Gaza and a promi- 
nent pro-PLO politician, yesterday 
petitioned the High Court of Justice 
demanding that the military govern- 
ment lift its restrictions on his 
freedom of movement. 

Shafi maintains that for more 
than a year he has been prevented 
from leaving Gaza for reasons 
defined by the military government 
as “his political activity." 

Shafi maintains that the restric- 
tions harm his public work as a 
member of the board of trustees of 
Bir Zeit University and of the 
Makassed Islamic charitable 
organization based in Jerusalem. He 
also claims that even requests to 
visit family outside of Gaza have 
been denied although he was per- 
mitted to go abroad on family 
business. 


Despite meetings with the coor-, 
dinator of activities in the ad- 
ministered territories and MK 
Moshe Dayan. Shafi maintains he 
has never been told exactly what it 
is he is not allowed to do. He adds 
that he has been served with no for- 
mal notice. The military governor 
has only given “security con- 
siderations" as a reason, Shafi says, 
maintaining that this is tantamount 
to punishment without trial. 

The military government has 
maintained in the past that Shafi is a 
member of the National Guidance 
Committee — a group of pro-PLO 
leaders in the territories.

— A young 
shepherd from Rashidiya, a village 
near Bethlehem, was trilled yester- 
day when a mine he found ex- 
ploded. Police believe the youth 
caused the explosion by playing 
with the mine. 


Technion 
students hold 
‘work-in’ strike

HAIFA. — Technion architecture- 
students yesterday started a three 
day “work-in" on planning projects 
instead of attending their regular 
lectures in protest against the 
Senate's decision to move their 
faculty to the Technion’s Mt. 
Carmel campus. The Faculty of 
Architecture is the only one still in 
the first Technion building, now 60 
years old, in the Hadar district. All 
other faculties have moved to the 
main Mt. Carmel campus. 

During the morning, students also 
demonstrated at the nearby Beit 
Hakranot Square and scrawled 
crayon slogans on the sidewalk. 
Police arrested several of them for 
holding an illegal demonstration 
and for dirtying the street 

In the evening, students and some 
faculty members held a ceremony at 
the old building, swearing to remain 
faithful to it. 

The transfer of the faculty has 
been disputed since the Board of 
Governors decided in 1972 that it 
should be moved to the 'main 
campus when its building was ready. 

Various Technion bodies have 
reviewed the subject several times, 
and the Senate stipulated earlier 
this month that faculty activities 
concerning the centre of the town 
should continue to be carried on in 
the old building. Designed by the 
late Alexander Baerwald, the struc- 
ture is to remain in possession of the 
Technion in perpetuity, it was 
decided.

S. African anniversary 


JOHANNESBURG. — Black 
nationalist guerrillas attacked a 
police station and railway lines out- 
side Johannesburg and Durban 
yesterday as white South Africans 
prepared to celebrate the 20th an- 
niversary of Republic Day. 

No one was hurt in the attacks, 
which followed calls by the banned 
African National Congress (ANC) 
for blacks to boycott -the festivities. 

A handgrenade was thrown at the 
police station some 10 km. from the 
Indian Ocean port of East London, 
followed by a burst of rifle fire. 

A section of railway track 
between the black township com- 
plex of Soweto and Johannesburg 
was blown up, forcing thousands of 
commuters to find other ways to get 
to work. The track was repaired 
after about five hours. 

Police said another bomb had 
been found and defused in the same 


area. 

A second bomb explosion ripped 
up a railway line outside Durban. 

fin Paris, Oliver Tambo, presi- 
dent of the ANC, said that his 
organization was responsible for 
sabotage of the railway line near 
Johannesburg. He was addressing a 
special UN conference on 
economic sanctions against South 
Africa.) 

In a shooting incident possibly 
related to the attack on the police 
station, a policeman was wounded 
in the black township of Mdant- 
sane.

Zimbabwe’s Acting Prime 
Minister Simon Muzenda said in 
Salisbuiy yesterday that no matter 
how militarily strong white-ruled 
South Africa is, Black Africa will 
force it to accept black-majority 
rule. 

Muzenda, standing in for Robert 
Mugabe while the Prime Minister is 
touring Asia, said in a radio broad- 
cast: 

“No weapons, no threats or 
maneuvers will be able to stop the 
liberation of Namibia (South West 
Africa) and South Africa. Our de- 
mand is independence. The in- 
dependence of Namibia and South 
Africa is the sacred duty of the 
African peoples and all the peace- 
loving peoples of the world.”

France signals new policy on S. Africa 


PARIS (Reuter). — France’s new 
Socialist leaders gave a clear signal 
yesterday that the country’s 
Southern Africa policy was under 
review. 

Claude Cheysson, who was 
named foreign minister on Friday, 
told delegates at a UN conference 
on sanctions against South Africa: 
“In UN negotiations and resolu- 
tions in future, you will find us at 
your side in the political and 
diplomatic spheres.’’ 

The previous conservative 
French government had joined the 


U.S. and Britain in staying away 
from the conference. 


Although Cheysson’s 15-minute 
speech was to mark African in- 
dependence day and made no 
specific reference to South Africa, 
African delegates said it was a clear 
sign of change in French policy. 


Cheysson said: “Millions of Euro- 
peans died during the last world 
war because of racism. Never 
should we neglect those persecuted 
because they are Jews, blacks or 
Arabs." 


French Communists want 


portfolios in Cabinet 


PARIS (UPI). — France's Com- 
munist Party leader Georges 
Marchais told Socialist President 
Francois Mitterrand yesterday that 
hiTparty still wants to participate at 
ministerial level in the government. 
He linked the request to coming 
National Assembly elections on 
June 14 and 21. 

Marchais confirmed his party’s 
position during an hour-long 
meeting with Mitterrand at the 
Elys fee Palace. "We are ready to as- 
sume all our responsibilities at all 
levels of the government to put into 
eFfect the policies for which the 
French peop le are waiting." 

He refused to say whether Mitter- 
rand had promised to include Com- 
munists in a future cabinet if a leftist 
majority emerge's From the elec- 
tions. 


Mitterrand has given the Com- 
munists the cold shoulder since his 
May 10 election victory. The Com- 
munist Party complained they were 
not included in a 42-member in- 
terim cabinet, and that Marchais 
was not invited to the inauguration 
ceremony. 

Marchais was the first of four 
political party leaders to confer with 
Mitterrand yesterday on the presi- 
dent’s decision to call the elections. 

Seconds after Marchais departed, 
Mitterrand received neo-Gaullist 
, leader Jacques Chirac, leader of the 
centre-right opposition. He was fol- 
lowed by Jean Lecanuet, chairman 
of former president Giscard d’Esta- 
ing’s party. The head of Mitter- 
rand’s own Socialist Party, Lionel 
Jospin, called at the Elysfee during 
the afternoon.

Ku Klux Elan said pushing 
race hatred in W. Germany 


HAMBURG (AP). — The Ku Klux 
Klan has established a connection 
with West German neo-Nazis and 
sharply increased its activities in 
U.S. military bases in West Ger- 
many, a leading national magazine 
reported yesterday. 

“Chief of the German branch of 
the Ku Klux Klan is 27-year-old SgL 
Murry M. KacheL an air traffic con- 
troller with the 52nd Tactical 
Fighter Wing in Spandgdahlem- 
Eifel, which also has U.S. nuclear 
fighter bombers,” the Hamburg- 
based weekly magazine Stem said. 

It quoted Kachel as saying the 
KKK headquarters ordered him “to 
recruit German comrades in order 
to establish a second major Klan 
frontline in Europe.” 

"Activities of the Ku Klux Klan 
with the U.S. forces in Germany 
have increased in leaps and bounds 
over the past months," the report 
said." "Increasingly. Klan crosses 


are being burned in U.S. barracks

QUITO (Reuter). — Ecuador’s 
President Jaime Roldos, at 40 Latin 
America's youngest-ever elected 
head of state, was killed on Sunday 
when his plane crashed and burst 
into flames near the Peruvian 
border. 

His wife. Defence Minister 
Marco Subia and his wife, two 
military aides and a crew of three 
were also killed when the aircraft 
crashed on its way to a ceremony 
marking the 159th anniversary of 
the battle of Pichincha, which 
decided Ecuador’s independence 


from Spain. 

Vice-President Osvaldo Hurtado 
was sworn in as president four hours 
after the first news of the accident. 
He will complete Roldos’ term of 
office, due to expire in 1984; 

Roldos took over*in 1979 after his 
Popular Forces Concentration 
Party (CFP) won a landslide elec- 
tion with the support of Hurtado's 
popular democratic party, 
Ecuador’s Christian Democrats. 

The young lawyer was the first 
elected president after nearly 10 
years of military rule in Ecuador.

Severe earthquake 
jolts sooth Pacific 

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The 
largest earthquake in at least seven 
months has occurred in a sparsely 
populated area of the Pacific, the 
Auckland Islands region south of 
New Zealand, the U.S. Geological 
Survey said yesterday. 

A USGS spokesman said agency 
scientists estimate the magnitude of 
the quake at 7.5 on the open-ended 
Richter scale, apparently the largest 
since a quake in Algeria on October 
10 registered 7.7. 


MADRID (Reuter). — A political 
furore erupted in Spain yesterday 
after a special anti-guerrilla police 
unit successfully ended a 37-hour 
bank siege in Barcelona on Sunday 
night. 

One of the 1 1 gunmen was killed 
in the police assault on the bank 
where 200 hostages were taken on 
Saturday. The hostages were freed 
unharmed. 

First official explanations of who 
was behind the siege drew frank dis- 
belief from the Spanish Communist 
Party and fury From the right. 

During the siege, all information 
pointed to 24 suspected .rightists, 
heavily armed and well organized. 

A statement from the gunmen 
demanded the release of four of- 
ficers involved in last February’s at- 
tempted military coup and planes to 
fiy them to Argentina. 

Despite persistent rumours' that 
members of the. paramilitary Civil 
Guard might be implicated, the in- 
terior minister said early yesterday 
that only 1 1 gunmen had been in- 
volved in the siege and that they 
were neither extreme rightists nor 
members of the security forces. 


Officials identified the leader of 
the attack as 25-year-old Jose Juan 
Martinez Gomez, from Almeria, 
and said he had anarchist affilia- 
tions and a record as a bank robber. 

The officials declined to define 
the ideological leanings of the 
group, but domestic news agencies 
quoting police sources suggested 
the others were either anarchists or 
common criminals. 

The Communist Party Central 
Committee expressed surprise and 
said it would “not tolerate any at- 
tempt to cover up the possible' 
responsibilities of the terrorists 


which would make a mockery of 
Spaniards and democracy.” ‘ ■ 
Bias Pinar, leader of the extreme 
right-wing Fuerza Nueva Party, cal- 
led on the government to resign. He 
said insinuations, . tolerated by the 
government, that members of the 
Civil Guards the far right or Fuerza 
Nueva had been involved in die 
siege were "fraudulent schemings.”

The government has been aware of the decline in export 
profitability which has resulted from a weakening 
European versus American currency — 1 a factor over 
which no Israel government can have any control. The 
Ministers of Finance and Industry; .Trade and Tourism, 
have therefore decided to offer one-time compensation 
for Israeli industrial exports to Europe during the March- 
May 1981 quarter at the rate of 5% on the product's 
added value. As stated, this is a one-time measure. 

In addition both Ministers have resolved to insure the 
currency basket rate vis-a-vis the shekel. This 
arrangement will be on a commercial basis in exchange 
for commercial premiums, and is meant to reduce 
exporter risk stemming from fluctuations in the 
exchange rate. 

The exchange rate insurance system is being 
implemented immediately, and will be on a quarterly 
basis. The first such insurance will be for the 
forthcoming quarter — the July-September 1981 
period. This system will serve, in effect, to prevent 
unjustified economic harm from befalling exporters, and 
will help stabilise export arrangements.

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PNINA KLEIN is a clinical psy- 
chologist with a doctorate in educa- 
tion under her belt. AlthougfFshe is 
labelled director of the early 
childhood programme at Bar-Ilan 
University's School of Education, it 
-is not-easy to type her. 

Maybe that’s because generaliza- 
tions of any kind bother Dr. Klein. 
"I don't like labels such as 'disad- 
vantaged* because the same things 
aren’t necessarily ' good for all 
children so labelled, and there are 
other children from so-called 
privileged backgrounds who also 
need help." Nevertheless, she says 
“whether we like it or not, children 
from lower socioeconomic levels 
have the most problems in school 
and if we want to close the gap 
between them and other children, 
they have to be the top priority in 
our research and field work." 

Her field of research is child 
development — from when the 
child is in the womb. 

"A few years ago, we used to 
think that differences in develop- 
ment between girl and boy babies 
had to do with the different ways 
the two sexes were socialized, 
because of the different expecta- 
tions society has for girls and boys. 
Today, we know differences can ex- 
ist long before society has a chance 
to intervene. 

“For example, girl babies often 
respond more actively (by making 
sounds or by moving) to the 
mother’s voice or to other stimuli. 
The mother may have to pick up her 
baby son to get the same active 
response she gets just by talking to 
her daughter. These differences in 
the children's behaviour trigger dif- 
ferent behaviours on the part of the 
adult. Today, we think differences 
between the sexes are a combina- 
tion of biological and societal fac- 
tors. 

"The more important point here, 
though, is that there isn’t a one-way 
influence of the environment on the 
child. The child, through his or her 
behaviour, also influences the en- 
vironment." 

IN ONE study recently conducted 
by Dr. Klein and her students, preg- 
nant women were asked how soon 
their newborn infants will see, hear- 
and react. Most of them didn't 
know that newborn babies see and 
hear almost immediately and at a 
-very young age can distinguish 
colours and sounds and differen- 
tiate between the mother’s voice or 
face and those of a stranger. 

"You may ask ‘so what if they 
don't know; millions of mothers 
raise children without knowing 
details about child development.’ 
What makes us think it important is 
that many mothers, when asked • 
when they began loving their ■ 
babies, said they really loved them 
'when they started to be like people' 
— in other words, when they 
realized what was going on around 
them and could respond. If parents 
know that babies can receive and 
respond to stimuli from the very 
beginning, parenthood can be more 
fun." 


Learning 

from 

babies

Many of the women who par- 
ticipated in this study gave 40 days 
from birth as the time when babies 
first see and hear. Asked where they 
got the number 40, they said it was 
related to Moses having been on 
Mt Sinai for 40 days. 

In another study. Dr. Klein tried 
to determine whether the physical 
and psychological development of a 
premature baby is afiected by the 
mother's attitudes. For example, 
some babies remain in hospital in- 
cubators after their mothers have 
been discharged. It was found, as 
previous studies have also shown, 
that babies visited frequently by 
their mothers showed greater 
physical and psychosocial develop- 
ment than those visited less fre- 
quently. 

“Warmth, such as when the 
mothers held the babies, also 
tended to affect development 
positively. Premature babies have 
two disadvantages; they're in the 
womb a shorter time and then, 
because they're so small and weak, 
people are afraid to touch them for 
fear of hurting them.” 

MOTHERS who go to work and 
leave infants in day nurseries mil be 
pleased to learn that Dr. Klein’s 
research has found no negative ef- 
fects of day-care. In a study of fourr 
year-olds at five nurseries, some of 
whom began coming to the nursery 
at- age -sixr-Htontls; while ’others 
hegaiL.at age [wo<-or older,- it: was 
found that children whose mothers 
had 12 years of schooling or less 
developed better language skills if 
they began day nursery early. 

“Again, I don’t want to make 
generalizations. What a child gets 
out of a day nursery depends on the 
child, the nursery staff and many 


other factors. I can say, though, that 
we didn't find anything negative." 

This doesn't mean, however, that 
Dr. Klein agrees with the common 
educational assumption that 
“anything that won't harm children 
may help them." 

“We have an’ excellent library 
and we could take all the literature 
about early childhood education, 
find things that worked elsewhere in 
the world, and go out into the field 
and start telling parents what to do. 
1 think that's dangerous, because 
something** that worked for an 
American mother may not work for 
one who came from Morocco or 
Georgia (USSR). 

“WHEN WE COME from the uni- 
versity and tell a mother to do 
something different from what she's 
doing, we're implying that she's do- 
ing something wrong. We have no 
right to do that unless we're sure we 
have a better answer for her and her 
child than the answer she has 
learned from her own mother. The 
only way we can be sure is to do our 
own research on our own popula- 
tion and see what works with 
whom.” 

Her students are making monthly 
visits to selected homes to measure 
the progress of babies to see what 
methods of parental guidance work 
best. “Today, mothers get advice 
from nurses at baby clinics, workers 
at day nurseries or whoever else 
happens to be around. I would like 
to see a cadre of professionals es- 
pecially trained to advise parents on 
how to teach their children. 

“We all talk about the impor- 
tance of early childhood, and then 
leave our young children in the care 
of people with limited education 
and experience,” she says, adding 
that she sees no reason why nursery 
school staff shouldn't have univer- 
sity training and the concomitant 
pay and prestige. 

“In my experience, only 1 or 2 
per cent of children later diagnosed 
as having learning disabilities suffer 
from organic brain damage. The 
rest were never taught how to learn, 
or happened to be sick when some 
basic skill was taught and now can't 
catch up, or have some other 
situational problem which could 
have been prevented.” 

THE KLEINS have three children, 
a 12-year-old daughter and two 
sons, aged 9 and 6. In answer to a 
question about whether her 
background in clinical psychology 
and education influenced her own 
child-rearing practices, Dr. Klein 
said: “Yes and no. Part of what I've 
learned, and the research I do, have 
become an integral part of me and 
naturally influence my behaviour.; 
On the other hand. I don't stop and 
think about what Freud or Piaget or 
Erickson said when I interact with 
my children. Sometimes 1 get angry 
and yell at them, regardless of 
whether psychological theories 
would approve. Besides, Freud and 
Piaget and the rest never met my 
children. My husband and I know 
them better than anyone else 
could.”

Viljoen said: “Although a con- 
siderable period of time will elapse 
before the amendments are 
finalised for implementation, it is 
hoped that these decisions will con- 
firm to sportsmen and sports 
organizations in South Africa and 


abroad that the government regards 
the normalization of sport and the. 
removal 'of obstructive measures as 
a m atter o f concern.”

Up to now assessors were em 
powered to levy income tax at their 
own discretion only if the taxpayer’s 
books were proved fraudulent. The 
Income Tax Commission is basing 
its new policy on two verdicis 
handed down recently in the courts 
The law says tax assessors can set 
their own assessment of income in 
cases where ’There are reasonable 
grounds to assume that the (tax- 
payers) returns are not right.” 

In any appeal against assessments 
by taxmen when the taxpayer’s 
books are flawless, the burden of 
proof in court will be on the asses- 
sor and not taxpayer. 

in order Lo make their own assess- 
ments, taxmen will have to find 
such data as unusually large bills for 
electricity or energy, compared to 
the size of the taxpayer's business. 
They can also use data on average 
profits in the taxpayer’s branch of 
industry or commerce. 

Concerning members of the free 
professions-, assessors will have to 
base themselves on average fees and 
particularly the taxpayer’s standing 
in the profession. 

Dov Halperin, former assistant 
income tax commissioner, who 
recommended using this , system, 
says that much care and caution will 
be needed in making such assess- 
ments in the service sector. 


Industrial 
absenteeism 
much lower

There has been a significant fall 
in the rate of absenteeism in Israeli 
industry over the last eight years, 
according to a survey just published 
bv the Productivity Institute. 

In six of the 18 factories included 
in the sample survey carried out 
between 1978 and 1980, the rate of 
absenteeism fell between 20 and 30 
per cent. In another two factories 
absenteeism was 7 to 8 per cent 
lower than the figure obtained in 
the last survey, in 1973. All the fac- 
tories showing an improvement 
were in the food or electronics sec- 
tors. 


• In another seven of the factories 
there was no change- in the rate of 
absenteeism, while^direc factories 
showed a slight rise of between 4 
and 5 per cent. 

In ten of the factories labour was 
employed in two or three shifts. In 
the three factories where 
absenteeism increased, a three-shift 
system was operated. These fac- 
tories were also among those who 
offer no benefits and concessions to 
working mothers of young children 
and who employ Arab workers. By 
contrast, the four factories where 
less than 2 per cent of the labour 
force was Arab, showed a fall in the 
rate of absenteeism. 


Other factors, such as offering 
bonuses for good attendance, 
checking medical certificates, the 
five-day working woek, or the 
employment of a nurse at the fac- 
tory, were not found to have any 
significant effect on absenteeism. 

The institute, which is attached to 
the Ministry of Labour and Social 
Affairs, notes that very few of the 
recommendations made to the 
government in 1975 by the team 
which carried out the first survey 
have been implemented. 

In particular, there has been little 
response to the recommendation 
that government offices serving the 
public should open in the afternoon 
and on Fridays. The survey found 
that employees frequently leave 
during working hours to go to these 
offices. 

The report also notes that not 
enough has been done to tighten up 
the system of granting medical cer- 
tificates by Kupat Holim doctors.

In the meantime many investors 
are apparently coming to the con- 
clusion that by investing in the 
shares of the country's major banks 
they are providing a shelter for their 
funds. More than 85 per cent of 
yesterday's turnover was in com- 
mercial bank securities. The Big 
Three banks advanced by the recent 
customary margins of 0.5 and 0.4 of 
one per cent. Union, FIBI, 
Maritime and Danot all traded un- 
changed. 

Mortgage bank issues trended 
generally somewhat lower. 

In the specialized financial in- 
stitution sector Shilton (b) spurted 
ahead by no less than 12.5 per cent. 
Agricultural Bank A shares were 
down by nearly 9.5 per cent. 

Insurance issues fluctuated wildly 
in both directions. Zur(b) was down 
by nearly 10 per cent, as Ararat 0.5 
was ahead by 6.8 per cent. Yardenia 
0.5 fell by 7.3 per cent. 

With few exceptions, land 
development and real estate issues 
traded within a narrow price range. 
Caesarea options were 10 per cent 
higher, as Pri Or tumbled 8 per cent 
Rassco ordinary was “buyers only,” 
while the preferred shares rose by 
6.4 per cent. 

Industrials were mostly mixed. 
Electra 0.1 fell by 6.1 per cent, as 
Israel Petrochemicals shares were 
rising by a similar figure. Frutarom 
was “sellers only,” but Ta’al (r) 
tacked on a 7 per cent gain.

Singer buys 
from Brother 


The Singer Company of America 
has just signed a contract with 
Brother Industries of Japan for the 
purchase of 45,000 domestic sewing 
machines. This- 120-year old com- 
pany apparently has decided that it 
is better to buy ready-made 
machines than to manufacture 
them. 

Brother is today one of the largest 
manufacturers of sewing machines 
in the world — producing over 
1 ,000,000 per year. 

The models sold to Singer will un- 
dergo small outward changes and 
will be marketed by Singer under its 
trade name. 

Brother sewing machines are dis- 
tributed in Israel by the Japanese 
company Brother (Israel). 


Cuts in oil output 
to keep prices up

Falling prices in the oil spot 
market, the result of the world-wide 
glut, have forced Nigeria to cut its 
oil production by 20 per cent in an 
effort lo maintain its high price of 
some $40 a barrel. 

Nigerian oil is priced at about the 
same level as Britain's North Sea 
oil, and the price of both on the spot 
market has fallen from some $43 six 
months ago to about 534 now. 

The fall in prices and sales 
seriously hurts the more 
development-oriented oil producing 
countries, which depend heavily on 
their exports to finance current im- 
ports and investments in economic 
development. Countries like 
Nigeria, Venezuela and others, in 
which oil accounts for 90 per cent of 
export revenue, may soon feel the 
pinch of the slump. 

In this respect they differ from 
the Persian Gulf countries, which 
accumulate vast foreign reserves 
without being able to spend them 
effectively in their own countries — 
and which may actually gain, in the 
long run, by keeping more of their 
reserves in the ground. 
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ELSCINT: A SENSE OF ADVENTURE 


Israel used to be a fast-growing 
economy, but since 1973 things 
have been standing still. Investment 
has gone down, resources are most- 
ly spent on consumption (public and 
private), and the gross national 
product is increasing annually by a 
paltry one to three percentage 
points. 

Yet there are fast-growing 
business companies inside Israel, 
they account for the country's 
rapidly increasing exports. How do 
they manage to expand? Where do 
they gel their investment finance? 
What is the secret of their success? 

Most intriguing of ail, what do the 
men w ho head these go-ahead ven- 
tures think should be done to get 
the country out of its rut? How, in 
their view, can the collective 
national growth-rate be brought to 
match the individual growth-rate of 
their own enterprises? 

We start with Dr. Reuven Sinai, 
senior vice-president of Elscint. His 
company was founded less than a 
dozen years ago in 1969. by a lec- 
turer in physics at the Technion, Dr. 
Avraham Suhami. After some 
hesitation it settled on a specialized 
field called computer-based 
diagnostic medical-imaging. Its 
equipment looks into the human 
body, as the conventional X-ray 
system looks into the human body. 

But iL uses microelectronics. The 
tomograph is based on radiation 
detectors. A mobile X-ray “pencil” 
is beamed through the patient at dif- 
ferent angles, creating a multitude 
of images which are fed into a com- 
puter. The computer projects onto 
its screen a three-dimensional 
reconstruction of the organ under 
study. 

This technique spells a 
revolutionary change in medical 
diagnostics. Twenty companies in 
the world started manufacturing the 
new devices, and competition was 
fierce. Now, only ten are left and 
according to the New York Times 
“most of them are losing money.” 

Three are in the black, two of 
them giants in the field. General 
Electric and Siemens, the third Els- 
cint. I quote from a detailed study 
by the American analysts Advest, 
published last November. They 
predicted a turnover for Elscint of 
S28.7m. in 1979, S48m. in 1980, and 
$85m. in 1981. Net profit will be, 
they say. S5m. this year and SlOm. 
next. (These figures are somewhat 
optimistic. Sales in 1980 were 
$42m., and in 1981 are likely to be 
S70m.-75m. — still a striking perfor- 
mance.) 

Elscint is a small concern, but big 
enough by now (1,400 workers) to 
have attained what the analysts call 
“critical mass.” In other words it 
can achieve, in the specialized area 
that it has made its own, optimal 
economies of scale. It is the only 
firm manufacturing all three 
varieties of computerized diagnostic 
equipment under one roof — the 
tomograph, the nuclear-medicine 
imaging method (which uses radio- 
active isotopes to elicit its informa- 
tion), and the ultra-sound system 
(which focuses high-frequency 
sound waves on the target area). 


What is the secret of the success of Israel’s 
rapidly growing business firms? DAVID 
KRIVINE put this question to the heads of a 
number of such companies. The first article in 
the series deals with Elscint, manufacturers of 
computer-based medical diagnostic equipment. 


Elscint is ahead of the others also 
in another respect. It builds its own 
computers, designed for the specific 
diugnosiic purpose. All this integra- 
tion permits unique economies — 
common hardware and software, 
cross-fertilization of research, and 


SO on. 

The first cause of success then is 
that the firm chose the right product 
zone. Israel is a small country with a 
diminutive market but a high con- 
centration of technical ability. Each 
company must carve out a niche by 
seeking out a limited industrial sec- 
tor which offers a sizeable world 
market, yet is specialized enough to 
permit the company to achieve a 
technological lead. 

This factor, the technological 
lead, is a sine qua non for success, 
and it requires a tremendous intel- 
lectual input. One quarter of the 
labour force in Elscint, or 300 
persons, possess advanced technical 
degrees. As many as 250 work in 
R&D (research and devel opment). 

But manufacturing the right 
product requires something ad- 
ditional to research. Dr. Sinai 
makes this point illuminatingly. 
Modem industry is breath takingly 
different from industry of the old 
variety, the rules of the game have 
changed. The function that has top 
priorit y today i s: marketing. 

"Sinai explains: “It is no good 
making an excellent product and 
then looking for a buyer. You must 
find out ahead of time what the 
buyer is likely to want and tailor 
your product to his needs.” The 
marketing man must be well-briefed 
on what goes on in the company's 
research laboratories, but the last 
word in product choice will lie with 
him rather than with the scientists. 

Not surprisingly Elscint has 
created a very large infra-stniciure 
overseas. It has set up daughter 
companies to handle marketing, 
also to supply engineering and 
servicing facilities for the 
customers. Two are in the U.S. (new 
Jersey and California), one in each 
of the six main Common Market 
countries, one in South Africa and 
one in Brazil. 

The desire for close contact with 
the outside world is taken further. A 
research laboratory was built in 
Cambridge, Massachusetts, because 
very advanced work is being done in 
that city, and Elscint wants to be in 
on the ground floor. (“We draw our 
scientists for the lab. from the Mas- 
sachusetts Institute of 
Technology.”) 

Not content with that, the firm 
has opened a large manufacturing' 
unit in Boston, to assemble ultra- 
sound equipment, much of which 
will be made in Israel. It is useful to 
have a supply point near the 


customer, ready for instant 
response to his needs. But is it good 
for Israel to spend resources abroad 
on such a scale? 

It seems that Elscint is thinking of 
Elscint, not of Israel. “We are a 
multi-national company," Sinai ad- 
mits candidly. It is good for the 
J ewish state that Elscint should suc- 
ceed, and they will not succeed by 
staying parochial. 

(All the same, the onlooker must 
keep his fingers crossed. He can 
only hope that Elscint's plants in the 
Holy Land prove as profitable as its 
subsidiaries in the New World — 
otherwise the entire business may 
decamp out of the country!) 

The firm raised its capital in the 
U.S. Elscint's first floatation in New 
York netted $4m., the second SI 8m. 
Why did the company not exploit 
the Tel Aviv stock exchange? 
Because it is less developed, less 
sophisticated. lt is concerned mere- 
ly with asset value, while the 
Americans look for growth. "The 
U.S. public owns 30 per cent of our 
shares. To raise the same amount 
here we would have to sell double 
that amount of stock.” 

If an Israeli company is to beat 
out a path in world markets, where 
nothing counts but efficiency, it 
must put business considerations 
first and sentimentalism nowhere. 
The old-fashioned patronizing at- 
titude towards the customer still 
prevailing in Israel is unknown in 
Elscint, which is a creature of 
another age. Marketing is not a side 
activity, it dominates the company's 
thinking. Dr. Sinai is in charge of 
that and is also in charge of strategic 
planning, which is no coincidence. 
Manufacturing is a means to an end, 
not an end in itself. The ultimate 
purpose, vulgar though this may 
sound, is to sell, and to make 
money. 

This philosophy, of salesmanship, 
was discovered in America and 
developed there. It was derided in 
other countries, but is now 
recognized as the key to industrial 
success. Israeli enterprises that have 
not learnt this lesson belong to the 
past. 

The new philosophy leads to a 
new approach at all levels. Elscint 
exports practically all its output. 
Well, how does it compete? The 
standard answer in Israel is that it 
must get help from the government. 
Reuven Sinai does not decry that 
contribution by any means. 
Science-based industries are 
privileged. They receive matching 
grants from the Treasury for R&D, 
which means that for an outlay of 
not much more than $4m„ Elscint is 
doing S8m. of research. 

That provides a good start, but 
only a start. To survive, Elscint must

The only 
method of achieving that is by 
improving productivity, and doing 
that perpetually. There is no other 
way.' 

Recipe number one for success Is, 
as we have said, marketing; recipe 
number two, then, is productivity. It 
is important to define the word. Sinai 
observes: “The story that Israelis 
don't put in a proper day's work is 
bunkum. To urge them to work harder 
is political rhetoric, productivity is 
not that.” 

It is something else, let us call it the 
efficiency of the entire operation. This 
can be measured in financial terms. 
“We believe," Sinai ‘expounds, “m 
turnover per capita. Yon raise tint by 
mechanizing. But yon need volume 
before you can mechanize. If your 
output is large enough, yon can afford 
to automate testing, automate solder- 
ing, you can introduce numerical con- 
trol machines." That steps up output 
per worker, which is what makes 
productivity. 



“Today our turnover per capita is 
530,000 a year. It is double the 
average for industry as a whole.” 
He cannot talk about the future, 
American stock exchange regula- 
tions prevent it. But that is no ex- 
cuse for denying to the public infor- 
mation about the company's 
development plans. We dig further 
into Elscint's affairs, and come up 
with the discovery that the company 
hopes five years from now to reach 
a turnover per employed person of 
S80.000. 

If this can be done, it is because 
the company's philosophy has 
penetrated all ranks. Elscint does 
not surfer the restrictive practices 
with which, as the State Comptrol- 
ler's latest report reveals, the public 
sector in Israel is riddled.

Insurance agents must now Japanese machinery exports

TEL AVIV. — Insurance agents and 
companies will from now on have to 
reveal the “true rate of interest” 
they charge clients who cho.ose to , 
pay their premiums on a monthly 
basis. “No longer can the client be 
told his interest is 22 per cent, while 
it is actually between 80 and 120 per 
cent a year," Binyamin Zuckerrnan, 
Commissioner of Insurance, recent- 
ly told students of the Israel In- 
surance Institute. 

The institute, which has branches 
in Tel Aviv and Haifa, has a total of 
300 students, most of whom take a 


licensed agent 

Moreover, the law not only in- 
creased the penalties for agents who 
violated their licence, but could also 
impose punishment on the com- 
panies they represented. . (a 

Agents would henceforth have to 
turn -over ail premiums collected tar 
their companies on the 15th of the 
month. They must also establish a 
separate bank account for their in- 
surance activities, and not use a 
general account for this and other 
business or personal matters. 


two-year evening course. 

Zuckerrnan was discussing two 
laws recently passed in the field of 
insurance. He noted that the laws 
came "both to defend the insurance 
companies and their clients — but 
there seems to be a tendency to 
favour the clients over the com- 
panies ” 

One of the cornerstones of the 
new legislation is linkage. Thirty 
days af'sr a claim is filed, the pay- 
ments the insurance company owes 
its customer are not only linked, but 
also bear interest. This is sure to in- 
duce the companies io pay as soon 
as the claim has been thoroughly ex- 
amined. Moreover, since payments 
were now to be linked, the com- 
panies also would have to go over to 
a system of linking their assets and 
the premiums they charged. 

As for the agents, the new laws 
strictly regulated their status. No 
person could sell insurance unless 
he was licensed to do so. “This 
means that banks will no longer be 
able to sell insurance policies," un-

Egypt’s Nefertiti line 
increases flights here 


TEL AVIV. — The Egyptian Nefer- 
titi line will next month begin a 
fourth weekly flight between Egypt 
and Israel. ' 

El AI has been operating four 
flights a week for months, so there 
are daily flights (except on Satur- 
day). With the introduction of the 
fourth Nefertiti flight there will be 
two flights a day not only on Sun- 
days, as at present, but also on 
Thursdays. 

Nefertiti increased the frequency 
of its services because -of the high 
occupancy rate on its chartered 
Boeing 707. The line to Israel is its 
only route and when the plane is not 
used on runs here it flies on 
domestic EgyptiaJf routes. 


TOKYO (Reuter). — Japanese 
machinery exports soared in the 
past year to a record S91b^ causing 
serious trade conflicts with Western 
competitors, the Japanese 
- Machinery Exporters Association 
said this week. 

•m The 35.8 per cent increase com- 
• pared to a rise of 4.7 per cent in 
1979-80, with cars, ships and 
electronic goods accounting for the 
bulk of it. 

Car exports jumped 40.4per cent, 
to $32.3b., accounting for more 
than a third of total machinery ex- 
ports. 

Despite criticism from West 
European shipbuilders that Japan 
was monopolizing the industry, ship 
exports leaped 45 2 per. cent, to 
S5.9b., the association said. 

Television set exports rose 36.1 
per cent to 51b., while machine 
tools went up 27.2 per cent to SI.3b. 
dollars, and exports of video casset- 
te recorders doubled, to reach 
S2.4b.. it said. 

The trade ministry announced 
last Friday that exports of industrial 
plant in the fiscal year fell a sharp 
24.6 per cent, to S8.9b_ due mainly 
to a steep drop in exports to China. 

The sharp decline in plant exports 
was easily offset by brisk exports of 
other items, the association said. 

Industrial machinery exports 
went up 28.6 per cent, to S10.9b., 
while heavy electric machine ex- 
ports were up 34.2 per cent, to $3b. 


Japanese machinery exports are 
expected to increase further in the, 
current fiscal year' because cat 
manufacturers are exporting active-; 
ly to Asia, Africa and Souls

However, industry sources stiff 
Japanese plant '’.exporters face 
strong competition from West 
European manufacturers this year,' 
as the values of European curren- 
cies agains the dollar were drop* 
ping, making their products cheaper 
for importers.

TEL AVIV. — When Ben-Ami Gat- 
zur was assigned to find a suitable 
factory for Nir-Oz, a settlement of 
150 families in the southern Negev, 
he stunned his kibbutz by coming 
back with two * new Russian im- 
migrants. 

Today the two, Michael and Olga 
Shepelev, . head the kibbutz's 
latex rubber factory, Nir-Lat; that 
has made close to IS1 million since 
it started 11 months ago. 

In the rambling shed that houses 
the factory until a $700,000 Nir-Lat 
complex is completed, the 
Shepelevs experiment to produce 
custom-tailored latex products. 
These include methods for carpet- 
back treatment, insulators for water 
reservoirs and seals to prevent soil 
erosion. 

When Gatzur found the 
Shepelevs, they were struggling with 
■ a two-year-old latex factory they 
bad established in Carrniel after im- 
migrating to Israel in 1977. Both 
had been senior chemists at 
Moscow’s Scientific Research In- 
stitute of Rubber and Latex Goods, 
before being expelled from their 
jobs in 1974, when they applied for 
visas to come to Israel. 

Gatzur, who had been trying to 
set up a latex factory at Nir-Oz, 
visited the Shepelevs in Carmiel to 
consult with them. 

“The thing that most impressed 
me the first time I met Michael,” 
recalled Gatzur;. who handles 1 
marketing for Nir-Lat, “was that- he f 
didn't role ont settling on a kibbutz. - 
I wasn’t expecting that from a Rus- 
sian immigrant” 

But to the two Ph.D.-scientists," it 
seemed logical. Interested more in 
research than in business, the 
Shepelevs found themselves over- 
burdened with accounting, purchas- 
ing raw material and marketing 
their latex products. "I hated that 
part of it and we were exhausted,” 
recalled the 46-year-old Shepelev. 

The kibbutz was interested in ac- 
quiring the formulas the Shepelevs 
had successfully developed at Car- 
miel with funding from the govern- 


Haggling over oil prices 


GENEVA (UPI). — Oil colossus 
Saudi Arabia, in a bid to restore 
OPEC unity, said yesterday it would 
raise its current low prices if other, 
member nations charged less for 
their oil. 

Saudi Oil Minister Sheikh Ahmed 
Zaki Yamani made his move at the 
start of OPECs semi-annual price- 
setting conference. 

The J3 OPEC states are badly 
split over how to counter declining 
Western oil consumption and the 
glut on the world market. 

Asked if Saudi Arabia would in- 
crease the price of its ofl, if other 
OPEC members came down, 
Yamani said, "Yes, if they reduce 
their prices." 

Yamani previously demanded a 
price freeze until the end of 1982, 
but said Saudi Arabia would refuse 
to raise its price, which at $32 per 
barrel is the lowest of all OPEC 
members. 


OPEC hawks Algeria and Libya 
both declared as the two-day con- 
ference got under way' that they 
would refuse to come down from 
their top price of $41 per barrel. 

Moderates such as Indonesia and 
Venezuela, for their part, proposed 
a freeze until the end of this year at 
$36, the supposedly official OPEC 
bench marjc price level. 

Most of the tough haggling was 
taking place in the private suites oc- 
cupied by the 13 ministers on the 
top floors of the hotel — sealed off 
by Swiss police armed with 
machineguns. ; 

Yamani did not make' it clear 
whether Saudi Arabia would be wil- 
ling to move to the $36 benchmark 
level, and oU trade analysts said 
they thought he would offer $34 per 
barrel. Venezuela and Indonesia 
both said they would refuse to go 
below $36 per barrel.

mem's Absorption Centre for 
Scientists. Their first customer had 
been the Hamgaper orthopedic 
shoe company near Haifa, for which 
they produced special latex inner 
soles. 

Later, working with Carmel 
Carpets, the Shepelevs developed 
their own blend of carpet backing 
that was strong and tensile and 
stood up well to dry-cleaning and 
washing. “When 1 found out that 
just one Carmel Carpet factory uses 
80 tons of backing a month, I knew 1 
had a market.” Shepelev 
remembered. 

But he and hjs wife were also ex- 
perimenting with the vulcanization, 
or curing, of synthetic and natural 
high -polymer latex for other ap- 
plications. They had developed a 
spray against erosion and evapora- 
tion for use on recently landscaped 
terrain or roads des, where natural 
vegetation could not hold the soil in 
place. 

the kibbutz also wanted to 
purchase the Shepelevs’ patents for 
a sealing compound for the canning 
industry that was resistant to oil. 
acids and other solvents. And they 
fell they could successfully market 
the Shepelevs’ roof coating and 
water-proofing compounds to the 
construction industry. 

But the Shepelevs weren't about 
to sell those patents to the highest 
bidder. They struck a deal with the 
kibbutz. They would accept a low 
price on the patents in exchange for 
salaried positions in the kibbutz 
that would be a prelude to their 
, eventual membership. _ 

That was okay. Buf ’they added 
another condition. The kibbutz 
would have to absorb — at least in- 
■ itially — any other Russian im- 
migrant who had formerly been a 
colleague at their Moscow institute. 


who wanted to come and work with 
them in Israel. 

That caused Nir-Oz a bit of soul- 
searching. It was such a risk, some 
members argued. On the other 
hand, it was a very Zionist idea. And 
then there were the patents 
themselves, and the factory, and the 
Shepelevs' professionalism. 

Last December the kibbutz's 
promise to absorb other Russian im- 
migrants was first put to the test, 
when Valya Dubrovskaya, who now 
works at Nir-Lat, arrived from 
Moscow with her four-year-old 
daughter. Michael Shepeiev's 
mother has also joined them at the 
kibbutz. 

“We had all this carefully worked 
out in a long contract, with all sorts 
of provisions in case things didn't 
work out." Gatzur explained. “I'm 
happy to say the contract is gather- 
ing dust.” 

The Shepelevs say it is just a mat- 
ter of time before they will ask to 
become members. In their 
laboratory lined with discarded 
yogurt containers filled with latex 
solutions, Shepelev proudly shows 
oiT the sophisticated equipment the 
kibbutz has purchased for the new 
2.000 sq.m, factory, expected to be 
completed by August. 

For the 25-year-old kibbutz, it is a 
first aUempt at industry. A handful 
of kibbutz members and volunteers 
help the Shepelevs to develop and 
produce the latex solutions for the 
canning, building and carpet in- 
dustry. Other Nir-Lat products are 
used aisolid insulators for industrial . 
purposes.. 

"While sales have so far been con- 
fined to Israel, Nir-Oz expects to 
start exporting within the next few 
months, after conducting negotia- 
tions with companies in South 
Africa and Nigeria. 



Hassneh group did well in 1980 

Another bad year seen 
for foreign re-insurers

TEL AVIV. — It’s going lo .be 
another rough year for the foreign 
companies which issue re-insurance 
to the local insurance companies. 
Eylan Avneyon. director-general of 
the Hassneh Insurance group (a 
Histadrul affiliate) admitted yester- 
day. 

“These foreign re-insurers took a 
bad licking in 1979. Although condi- 
tions improved somewhat in 1980, 
they still lost considerable amounts. 
And the experience of the first few 
months of 1981 indicates that.lhey 
wiJJ be heavy losers again," 
Avneyon said. 

The Hassneh group had a good 
year in 1980, with net profits rising 
from IS20.2m. at the end of 1979 lo 
IS59.!m. at the end of 1980. The 
group will pay a 15 per cent cash 
and a 50 per cent bonus dividend on 
account of 1980. 

if Hassneh had a good year in 
1 980, why did its re-insurance com- 
pany abroad lose money? 

Avneyon points out that the situa- 
tion — which held true for all the in- 
surance companies was due to 
several factors. 

First, the local insurance com- 
panies passed on to the re-insurers 
most of their high risk policies, 
keeping the low risk in their own 
hands: 

Secondly, cut-throat competition 
in Israel forced alt the local com- 
panies lo reduce premiums to the 
point where policies (especially 
those for elementary insurance) 
became money losers;

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Levinger wins again 


HEBRON'S new Jewish quarter was officially dedicated last Friday 
afternoon — but the event touched off hardly a ripple of interest in 
israei. 

The signal lack of attention may have been due in some measure to 
the nation's current preoccupation with the threat of war in the 
north, and with the approaching Knesset elections. Then, too, 
Hebron's Arabs reacted with only a protest, and a meFe warning by 
the mayor against the danger to peaceful coexistence between Jews 
and Arabs in town. Besides, it has been established that the buildings 
now occupied by the two Jewish families are Jewish property from 
way back, and that their former Arab tenants were bought out before 
they were evacuated. 

A more important reason, however, may tie in the fact that the 
restoration of a regular Jewish community in Hebron has by now 
become accepted as ineluctable, if not natural, by the public at large. 

And whv not? — it may be asked. After all, Hebron is the City of 
the Patriarchs, with a long history of Jewish presence, which only 
came to an abrupt end in the 1929 riots. Why should not Jews be 
allowed to lake up residence in Hebron again, side by side with the 
Arabs, and regardless of the future political disposition of Judea and 
Samaria? 

The answer would seem to be obvious: because the future political 
disposition of the areas is precisely what the restoration of the Jewish 
community in Hebron is all about. Politics could be ignored if the 
new settlers were members of the Old Yishuv, motivated only by 
piety and nostalgia. But in fact the settlers are politically-minded 
ultra-nationalist religious Jews, whose avowed purpose is not simply 
to return to Hebron but to take it over, the Cave of Machpela and all, 
and restore it to Israel as a Jewish city. 

Peace with the local Arabs is not very high on their list of priorities, 
and never was. when they were still resident in neighbouring Kiryat 
Arba. That is why, so long as it remained Israel's objective to reach 
an understanding with the indigenous population, the reoccupation 
of even the old Jewish properties in town was strictly forbidden. 
Hebron was kept out of bounds to Rabbi Moshe Levinger and his 
followers. 

The break came with the election of the Likud government; but 
even then, not at once. The illegal squatters at Beit Hadassah were 
not evicted, as they should have been, but at least they were roundly 
denounced by Premier Begin himself. Help, however, was coming to 
them from inside the cabinet, and persistence paid off when the Arab 
terrorists struck. That was the excuse for total surrender to Kiryat 
Arba. 

Now. as the High Court decided last Thursday, they are no longer 
squatters. But even in so laying it down, Judge Miriam Ben-Porath 
was moved to remark that there was apparently substance to at least 
some of the Arab neighbours' complaints of harassment by the set- 
tlers, which the military government had earlier dismissed as 
amounting to nothing. 

Unfortunately it is not very likely that such- reproof will now 
change anything. The Hebron settlers, led by Rabbi Levinger, make 
no bones about the fact that their immediate plan is to bury any 
prospect of autonomy, whether multilateral or unilateral, for the 
Arabs of Judea and Samaria, and with it any hope for coexistence. 

The settlers must have good reason to believe that the military 
government, and ultimately the government itself, are now squarely 
on their side. This is the meaning of the dedication of the Jewish 
quarter in Hebron. 


Temporary crutch 


THE BANK of Israel has now finally yielded to the relentless prod- 
ding of Finance Minister Yoram Aridor, and will soon institute a 
system of exchange rate insurance for exporters. This, although it 
boasts the trappings of an insurance scheme with “commercial" 
premiums, is in fact precisely the kind of direct export subsidy which 
W3S supposed to have been abolished by the present free-enterprising 
government. 

In principle, there is nothing wrong with direct subsidies to ex- 
ports. If linked to the added value of exports, they are certainly 
preferable to the present system that subsidizes most highly those ex- 
ports in which the domestic added value is lowest. The problem, 
however, is not one of principle but of administrative and fiscal 
feasibility. 

Administratively, the exchange rate insurance system is bound to 
be much more cumbersome than the system of direct subsidies. It 
also opens the door to a variety of currency speculations. 

In terms of the fiscal burden, neither system offers a long-term 
solution. An economy which already exports a third of its output — a 
notable achievement in itself — cannot, except for a very brief inter- 
val. maintain one exchange rate for exports and another for all other 
transactions. 

A policy of multiple exchange rates might be acceptable as a short- 
term prelude to price stabilization, with the concomitant continued 
deterioration in the payments balance. This, provided such a policy 
represented one component in a comprehensive programme that is 
designed quickly to eliminate the need for stop-gap measures of this 
kind. 

The need for propping up the faltering profitability of exports 
arises from the lag, in recent months, of the devaluation of the shekel 
behind domestic inflation. The temporary provision of such a crutch 
would make sense if steps were also being taken to cure domestic in- 
flation. 

For the moment there is no sign of this. AH of Mr. Aridor’s efforts 
have been directed at repressing inflation, not at eradicating its 
causes, in some areas the finance minister has even built up ad- 
ditional inflationary pressures that are most likely to reach the 
bursting point right after the Knesset elections. 

It is perhaps unfair to blame Mr. Aridor for initiating only short- 
run policies. When he took office at the Treasury, his party’s fortunes 
seemed bleak. Although they have meanwhile brightened up, in large 
measure due to his own exertions, he can hardly be expected to 
reverse course and start planning for the long run this late in the day. 

Nevertheless, he could rightly be expected to subordinate short- 
term measures to the long-term needs of the economy. Instead Mr. 
Aridor has provided now another example of the cynical disregard of 
future consequences of election-oriented policies that has charac- 
terized his conduct as finance minister from the outset.

THE DISTRICT COURT judges 
have had their say: Religious Affairs 
Minister Aharon Abuhatzeira will 
not have to sit in jail, having been 
found innocent of the charges of 
bribery. Although on one of the 
counts the judges only gave him the 
formal benefit of the doubt despite 
their “heavy suspicion as to (his and 
aide Moshe Gabai's) culpability on 
the Spinka count**, Abuhatzeira is 
not guilty as charged. 

The rule of law has triumphed; it 
will, however, be- a travesty of 
justice, if as now seems likely, 
Abuhaizeiru is permitted to use his 
narrow, formal vindication to pave 
his way back into the supreme 
councils of political leadership, pos- 
sibly even with an enhanced 
political clout. 

The issues raised in the 
Abuhatzeira trial were of two kinds: 
the charges levelled against him 
personally that he had pocketed 
kickbacks and bribes from religious 
institutions which were recipients of 
largesse ladled out by his ministry; 
and the public issue of the manner 
in which this aspect of his ministry's 
functions were carried ouL 

The court was clear about both is- 
sues. There is a distinct danger, 
however, thaL its obiter dicta of great 
public import on the issue of 
Abuhatzeira's reprehensible public 
conduct, will be obscured by the 
orchestrated delirium around his 
formal acquittal on the personal 
charges. 

The minister, as noted, was found 
innocent of the charges levelled 
against him as an individual: it is dif- 
ficult to imagine, however, a more 
damning statement against a public 


WITH THE APPROACH of July 1

figure than that made by the presi- 
dent of the court.

In commenting on 
Abuhatzeira's testimony that “the

In his 
testimony, Abuhatzeira admitted 
that in part he was continuing the

at the ministry, Yitzhak Raphael. 


Yitzhak Raphael, on hauntingly 
. similar charges of misusing moneys 
from budgets allocated to the 
building of the Tel Giborim 
hospital. Charges of which he, too, 
was acquitted, because he was lucky 
enough to have a politically stalwart 
colleague, his deputy director- 
general, who agreed to sit in jail for 
some time rather than to testily 
against his political boss, Raphael. 

The Abuhatzeira trial also came 
several years after the convictions 
in the 1970s of Michael Tsar, Asher 
Yadlin, Ya'acov Pclcd and other 
leading public figures on charges 
that would never have seen the light 
of day in the more corrupt period of 
the 1950s and 1960s. 


One of the few positive things 
that can and should be said of the 
Rabin premiership is that for the 
first time ever, the top power 
holders in Israel politics decided 
consciously to keep hands off and 
not quash charges against political 
colleagues and appointed officials if 
they seemed to be based on suf- 
ficient evidence. 


The point to be made is that the 
Abuhatzeira trial was held in 1981 
not 1 96 1 . It came many years after a 
very similar trial of the NRP’s 
former deputy minister of health, 


In this sense, the Rabin govern- 
ment constituted a vast improve- 
ment over previous Labour govern- 
ments in which personally honest 
national leaders like'Ben-Gorion, 
Eshkol and Golda chose to turn a 
blind eye to the immoral and often 
illegal doings of their lesser col- 
leagues and yes-men. It was a major 


stride forward for honest govern- 

ment. ' 

. In the same sense, Begin's 
demonstrative invitation to 
■ Abuhatzeira to resume his active 
participation in the cabinet con- 
stitutes- a definite major step 
backwards in keeping with many of 
Begin's other adventures in 
retrogression. 

There is an additional disturbing 
aspect to the hullabaloo, over 
Abuhatzeira’s acquittal: the patent-' 
!y unfair besmirching of two entire 
communities — the Orthodox and 
the Moroccans — as. willing sub- 
scribers to Abuhatzeira’s distorted 
concepts of public probity. 

In order to defend himself against 
the charges levelled against , him, 
Abuhatzeira attempted to create 
the illusion that they actually con- 
stituted calumnies not against- 
himself but against all religious peo- 
ple and all those of Moroccan at- 
traction. 

This was -a . cynical attempt to 
enlist broad support from these 
communities to protect his own 
hide. At least on the ethnic score, it 
was an attempt that failed in its ear- 
ly stages.
